He envisaged the possibility of making a charge for 
these services, and further indicated his intention to resist 
the fulfilling of "operational"demands which required the 
unrealistic provision of computers and backup equipment. 

He anticipated continuous growth of automatic data processing 
in the Agency and the Intel Community (an 11% growth had already 
occurred between 1964-68) , but felt that ADP support should be 
treated by Agency management as something other than a free good.
